IN SOME areas aphids are a 
real menace to to mato es because 
these sucking plant hee can de­ 
stro y y o ung to mato plants if they 
are no t co ntro lled. 
The attacks o f these pests 
cause the leav es o f the to mato 
plants to curl, as illustrated in the 
acco mpany ing Garden-Graph. 
Take time to check y o ur to mato 
plants fo r these sap-sucking en­ 
emies. Yo u may find bo th pink 
and green kinds. Their pin-po int 
appearance o n to mato leav es is 
illustrated. 
The jo b o f co ntro lling will be 
made easier if y o u do no t let 
aphids get to o much o f a start 
befo re y o u spray o r dust with a 
nico tine sulphate co mpo und. 
When y o u spray o r dust be 
sure the mix ture reaches 
the 
undersides o f the curled leav es, 
as illustrated. To pside spray ing 
is no t eno ugh fo r the tiny ma­ 
rauders huddle to gether in large 
numbers o n the undersides o f the 
leav e*. 


Prepare a spray as fo llo ws: 
Disso lv e o ne o unce o f so ap chjps 
in a gallo n o f water, add 1*4 
teaspo o nfuls o f nico tine sulphate, 
40 per cent strength. 
Fo r a dusting co mpo und put 
o ne quart o f hy drated lime in a 
dry pail o r co ntainer. Add 1*4 
o unces o f 40 per cent nico tine 
and mix tho ro ughly . 
Spray o r dust at three-day in­ 
terv als. This sho uld result in get­ 
ting any a p h i d s which were 
missed by prev io us applicatio ns. 
Ano ther enemy to watch is the 
to mato ho mwo rm. These cater­ 
pillars eat the leav es o f to mato es 
rav eno usly ; in fact, they will eat 
all the leav es o ff a plant in a few 
day s. The green wo rms are fro m 
two to fo ur inches lo ng with a 
slender ho rn. They are the same 
co lo r as the fo liage and therefo re 
o ften difficult to detect. 
They can be p icked o ff by han d 
and then destro y ed o r the p lan ts 
can be sp ray ed with arsen ate o f 
lead befo re the fru its set. A 
ro teno ne spray also is effectiv e.

SURE TO SPRAY UNDER 
THE CURLED LEAVES 


Get Out and Get Under to Get Aphids 
By OBAN HALLIDAY 
Distributed by Central Press Association 
IN SOME areae aphids are a 
real menace to tomatoes because 
these sucking plant lice can de­ 
stroy young tomato plants lf they 
are not controlled. 
The attacks of these 
pests 
cause the leaves of the tomato 
plants to curl, aa illustrated in the 
accompanying Garden-Graph. 
Take time to check your tomato 
plants for these sap-sucking en­ 
emies. You may And both pink 
and green kinds. Their pin-point 
appearance on tomato leaves is 
illustrated. 
The job of controlling will be 
made easier if you do not let 
aphids get too much of a start 
before you spray or dust with a 
nicotine sulphate compound. 
When you spray or dust be 
sure the mixture 
reaches the 
undersides of the curled leaves, 
as illustrated. Topside spraying 
is not enough for the tiny ma­ 
rauders huddle together in large 
numbers on the undersides of the 
leaves. 


Prepare a spray as follows: 
Dissolve one ounce of soap chips 
In a gallon of water, add 1*4 
teaspoonfuls of nicotine sulphate, 
40 per cent strength. 
For a dusting compound put 
one quart of hydrated lime in a 
dry pail or container. Add 1*4 
ounces of 40 per cent nicotine 
and mix thoroughly. 
Spray or dust at three-day In­ 
tervals. This should result in get­ 
ting any a p h i d s which were 
missed by previous applications. 
Another enemy to watch is the 
tomato bomworm. These cater­ 
pillars eat the leaves of tomatoes 
ravenously; In fact, they will eat 
all the leaves off a plant in a few 
days. The green worms are from 
two to four Inches long with a 
slender horn. They are the same 
color as the foliage and therefore 
often difficult to detect. 
They can be picked off by hand 
and then destroyed or the plants 
can be sprayed with arsenate of 
lead before the fruits set. 
A 
rotenone spray also is effective.

that at su ch a time he was a candidate as 
well as a President. 


H arry Tru man has called the pres e n t 
special session of Congress only for t h e 
pu rpose of embarrassing his opp o n e n t, 
Thomas E. Dewey. Obviou sly, Dewey can­ 
not control the 80th Congress, which is only 
adequ ately Repu blican in the H o u 
s e of 
: Representatives. In the Senate, t he 
Re- 
j pu blicans have only a nominal majo r i t y 
for organizational pu rposes. Actu ally, that 
majority often sank to so low a 
f i g u 
r e 
that Repu blican leadership had to depend 
on Democrats to pu t t he i r p r o g r a m 
throu gh. L ntil Dewey is elected President, 
his influ ence over even the Repu bli c a n 
members of Congress mu st be indirect. 
As a matter of practice, no partv ever 
controls either hou se of Congress u nless it 
can pass measu res over the Presid e n t’s 
veto. Every bill that was passed over Tru ­ 
man s veto was passed by a large qu ota of 
Democratic votes.

Yet, it has tremendou s nu isance valu e. 
Neither the Democratic nor the Repu bli­ 
can party is prepared to tell the pressu re 
grou ps to be damned.

So T r u - 
man throws the book at them. Conditions

Treating Bronchial Asthma

SINCE permanent cures ar8 rare 
in cases of bronchial asthma, the 
patient with this disorder must 
learn to live with it as best he can 
hoping that something of worth will 
be discovered in the meantime. The 
aim of the doctor will be to give 
every possible aid in the way of re­ 
lieving and preventing attacks. 
Asthma occurs in periodic at­ 
tacks, during which the patient finds 
breathing

Due to Allergy 
Many cases of asthma are un­ 
doubtedly due to allergy ; thus it 
would seem that complete cures 
could be obtained by the discovery 
of the substance to which the pa­ 
tient is sensitive. Yet, experience 
shows that even where this search 
is su ccessfu l and the patient is taken 
ou t of contact with the offending 
su bstance, improvement is often no 
more than temporary. 
Since this is tru e, it is fortunate 
that a nu mber of measures are 
available for relieving the attacks. 
Where the seizu re is mild, it may be 
treated su ccessfu lly by having the 
patient breathe a fine vapor con­ 
taining a mixture of adrenaline, 
papaverine and atropine. Of course, 
the proper preparation must be pre- 
scribed by the phy sician. The vapor 
is breathed in over a period of sev­ 
eral minutes, and then for at le a st! 
two minutes longer than the time 
when the patient gets relief. It is 
also recommended that the patient 
take ephedrine by 
mouth a t the 
same time ?ince the effect of the 


cases, the adrenaline is given by 
injection under the skin. A suffi­ 
ciently large dose must be used, and 
it is advised that it be divided up 
and given in different parts of the 
skin so that more rapid absorption 
will take place. 
In some instances, aminophy lline, 
given by injection into a vein, re­ 
lieves the attack when the adrena­ 
line is not successful. 
The prevention of attacks is also 
important. Under the direction of 
his phy sician, the patient can learn 
to cut short an attack at the very 
beginning, thus avoiding a severe 
seizure, If he carries an inhaler 
with him, he is alway s prepared to 
breathe in an attack-routing drug 
mixture at the slightest sign of a 
wheeze. It may also be helpful to 
take ephedrine in advance if the 
patient knows about what time of 
the day an attack may be expected. 
Breathing exercises to deflate the 
chest and bring the abdominal mus­ 
cles into action are useful if prop­ 
erly employ ed. The exercises must 
be carried out slowly under the doc­ 
tor’s direction.

V. B.: What is glandular fever? 
Answer: This disorder is also 
known as infectious mononucleosis. 
Glandular fever is a condition in 
which there are enlarged ly mph 
glands in the neck and an increase 
in the white blood cells in the blood, 
particularly the ly mphocy tes.
